How you may fettle 
thefe People among you, fo. as to make 
them an Improvement to your Land, a 
Ccpfumption to your Wool, an Encreafe 
to your, People, and a Support to them- 
ſelyes And yet fo that at the fame time 


people will meet with here 


they ſhall not take one Days Work out of: 
the Hands of our on People~~-$o thas the 
Notion of their taking the Bread out of the 

Mouths_of the Poor; and robbiag our own 

poopie their Employ, ſhaſl of Neceſity 
be of no more Uſe, but to bluth at, and 

fall to the Ground, as anbſurdity we ought: 
to be afham’d of. 

But, SECONDLY, 1 muſt add to t 
Account, what I am ſorry to mention, τ. 
The True- Born-Eug liſt Reafons, why this 
eafie, profitable, and hofpitable Experi- 
ment wif. not take, but that thefe poor

they now fubfift, and who would gladly 

erve them, and ferve us by them, fhall be 
forc’d to difperfe them again to ſuch Parts 
and Places as they can. 

And, LASTLV, I' give fome Account 
what may, or rather what ‘muft be doiie 
with them—— Upon the unhappy Circum- 
ſtance above-mention’d, that the poor Peo- 
ple, who are fled to us, may not perifh up 
on our Hands, by the Miferies and Hard. 
fbips of the approaching Winter, the unhof- 
pitable Temper of our People, or the Dif- 
after of our depopulating Conftitation. 

I know, I ſhall be attack d here with your 
wonderful Bounty and Charity to relieve 
thefe People; and the mighty Things you 
will do fof them in the approaching Cay 
led ion — And I wi you may 
fomething to boaft of in that Affair 
But it is not a Charity or Gift for their 
immediate Subfiftence, that will anfwer the 
planting Families tolive among you. Never 
call your felves charitable, kind tp Stran- 
gers, aud the like, while your Parochial 
Confitutions wif not ſuffer them to fle 
under a in the Nation, your = 
fhip Tenures will not permit them to plant 
upon the Waſte, nor your Laws of Com- 
monage permit her MajefRy to plant them, 
no notin her own Royalties and Forrefts. 

But J am not writing v Satyr —~Tho' T 
complain of it asa Difafter to our Nation 
1 thall firft however go on to tell you, how 
thefe People may be fettled among us to 
our general Advantage, and theirs too;

to fife for themſelves. 

The Meaning is this, That the Farmers, 
or Husbandmen, and their Families, being 
ghus ſettied, every Colony will neceſſaril 
require a certain Number of Artificers 5 
Manufacturers to be with them, and who 
will always find Employment among them- 
2 — bey will be 

us they will be made a publick Goad 

for their Numbers will —— the Cas 
ſumption of our Wool, their Improvement 
of ovr Land will increafe the publick 
Wealth, and yet their Manufacturers and 
Artificers ſhaſl not rob our Poor of one Days 
Work, for they thall work onty for them- 
felves. 

_ This, I conceive, is a clear Domonfira- 
tion, how Numbers of People may be made 
our publick Btefligg and Advantage, by 
ſo. planting and fo proportioning them as to 
Numder, and as to their reſpettſre Employ- 
ments, that they may be abſe to ſuppoxt one 
anottier, nd eicher leſſen the 3 
of gur own Poor, or interfere with ourManu- 
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Duke of Marlborough, to facrifize” their 
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Nd now, Gentlemen, you begin to

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* But give me Leave to tell you, 
at you cannot do this, but with the 
greateſt Reproach upon your former Preci- 
itations—— And J hope, due Remarks on 
uch Follies are not at all unprofitable to 
us; I am fure, they are for your Inſtruction.

Your Gencrals are Men of Experience, 
but they are but Men Give them their 
Due, and give them no more than their 
Due— Upon fair Occafions they have let 
you fee, they do not want Forwardnefs, Bta- 
very in Action, ora Good- Will to Action.

them, but they f go on, and run a 
brave, willing, daring Soldiery upon Death 
and Impoffibilities—You then do not deal 
with our Generals, as if they were Men; or 
with the Army, as if they were Soldiers. 

Your Soldiers are as brave and as for- 
ward, as any Men in the World are or ever 
vere Zut you ought to treat them like 
Soldiers, like Men of Honour and pict? 
and that is not to rap them upon Impoſſi- 
bilities and Defperations 5 a Soldier is not 
to fear Death when commanded on, but it is 
a General’s Work not to command Men up- 
on certain De ſtruſtion. There are better 
Ways of diflodging the French, than meer 
attacking them in the Teeth of 150 Pieces 
of Cannon mounted, and Intrenchments of 
8 Foot high—Fronted with unpaſſable Mo- 
raſſes, flank’d with continu d advaned 
Works, and mann'd with an Army as nu- 
merous as the Affailants It would 


de unfoldierly to the higheft Degree; it 


would not be like Prince Eugene or the 


faithful Troops at this Rate; and if it were 
attempted, and fhould mifcarry, as ia all 
Probability its muft, you would be the 
firft to reproach them with Raſhneſs and 
Diſregard to their Men. 

The Freuch King has been ufed indeed 
to rum his Men upon Precipices, and ſacri- 
fize 6000 Men for a Baſtion or à Counter- 
ſcarp; we have blam’d him always for it 
And he now finds the Want of the brave 
Troops, he has ſo treated. But it has been 


always counted the Wiſdom of a General to 


ſpare his Trqops, at leaft from de e 
and improbable 2 
there is no Neceſſity of fuch Hazards. 
But which way then, fay chefeMurmurers, 
thall we reduce France ? This Befieging of 
Towns is a tedious Lengthning out the 
War ; the King of France will give you 
twofuch Towns ina Year, and let you go 


on. It will be many Years before you 


end the Wat at this Rate There are 
about 38 of thefe Rrong Towns in this Part 
of the Spenifh Dominions,. that ftand asa 
Barrier to Frauce, and moft of theſe he 
would have given you before ff you 
cannot puſh him but by beſieging 7 
we ſhall have a 10 Years War ofit ſtill. 
This admits of many Anſwers. But a 
ſhort State of the Cafe will clear it to you i 
France is in this War as a ftrong’ Town 
befieg’d ; if you fall to n the Works 
Sword in Hand, yon will never take the 
Town, nor do any thing but deſtroy your 
Men; but. if you. make regular Approach- 
es, batter down the Defences, and take 
the Out-works, as ſbon as yon come te 
make a Breach in the Body of the Place, 
t muſt ſurreuder, of it will be taken by 
Storm, a icy 1 cau ex- 
no Quarter, but will be all cut to pieces 
as Bréach.
